A specific lii-slanee Is reported from Dan- 
ville.

swuHK a majority ot worker.';' votes and Uiu.i 
wa.*! recognised a.i the bargaining agency for 
M.OOO cmployrs. Mr. Murray's Danville chief 
]]ubli.'>lica In bold letters a communication 
received from Cliarics F. Phllllpy.'a director 
of tlie CPA's automotive supply ratlonlnR 
division In WashlnRton. The capital official 
stated: 

"Driving for the purpose ot nttetiding. 
. union nirctliifis is not considered pleasure 
driving. Union meetings fall within the cate- 
gory ot 'meetings directly related to the oc- 
cupation or profe.^^lon' and driving to and 
from .lueli nicetlnRs Is therefore permitted 
as personal drlvliiR." 

In this connection, It Is Interesting to note , 
Uint the executive board of the CIO Is now 
expected to demand nt least a 10 per cent 
upward revision of the war labor board's 
"little steel" formula which established tlie 
celling on wage increases as 15 per cent over 
level.^ prevailing on Jan. 1, 19-11. 

Paving the way for-hL-i fight for higher 
wages, Murray has accused what ho calls an 
"unholy alliance ot congressmen" of attempt- 
ing to "sabolaEe, rather thai] to support, the 
commandcr-ln-chlcf of the United States" by 
rldinn "roughshod over any consideration ot 
national welfare, war policy, national unity 
and health for war workers" and by attack- 
ing laljor and reducing labor standards. 

Although the 500.000 United Mine Workers 
of America are not controlled by Murray, they 
have come in for their full share of admini- 
stration favoritism, and their driving to and 
from their, meetings undoubtedly ha,n been 
regarded as "driving directly related to their 
occupation or profession." 

What kind of an alliance was it, we might 
rsk. when the miners wcnt^n strike during 
a serious fuel shortage throughout the cast? 
Who then was "sabotaging the comnaander- 
In-chlef of the United- Stales" even to the 
extent that he was forced to demand their 
return to the mines? How much were they 
concerned about the "war policy" and "na- 
tional unity" when they fulled to produce 
1.000.000 tons ot coal that would have been 
mined had they remained at their Jobs? 

Or can this strike also be excused on the 
premise that It was "directly related to the 
occupation or profession" of the union 
■ miners? 



CRITICIZED FOR S.-WING 
Interesting. Indeed, l.s one of the nrgU' 
mcnU^ advanced by the house fish and game 
committee in its attempt to ajjollsh the Idaho 
fish and game commission during the present 
se.wion of the state legLslature. 

In arRUlng-for a return to the old spoils 
system under a single fish and game com- 
missioner, the sponsors ot the jiroposcd legLs- 
latlon contend llial "there are a lot of sports- 
men m Idaho who don't like to read that the 
fish and game department has '.raved S2!3, 
000' of Its appropriations." 
The .sportsmen, they would like to make 
• 11 appear, "feel that this money was intended 
to be used to protect and conserve our wild- 
life resources and should be spent for those 
purposes." 

Now Lsn't that Just too bad! Here, at last, 
we find a dcpartnieiU that sees an oppor- 
tunity to .save money, and does It. Have the 
sporLsmen complained? Not that we know 
anything about. In (uct they arc better satis-, 
fled with the present .M't-up than anything 
the old spoils sy.stem had to offer during the 
years the politicians had control of the de- 
partment. 

What actually hurts the politicians and 
those who would like to undermine the pres- 
ent five-man bi-partisan flsJi and game com- 
mission has notlilng much to do ^\ith the 
state's wildlife resources. It'.'? that $2-13,000 
that would otherR-ise serve ax a nice treasure 
chest to be frittered away on hand-outs 
through political patronage. 

Wc have much more faith In what the 
present commission will do with that money 
when It wli^ tent its best purpose, and the 
purpose tor which it woa Intended, than in 
anything the political die-hards may attempt 
'to set forth. 

Let'a hope that the sportsmen of Idaho 
keep on their guard against any return to 
the old system of fish and game manage- 
ment. The present srt-up may not be per- 
rctt. but by comparison Ifa way better than 
anything wc have had In the past.
